Probabilities That the Measare Will
Paus dts Second Reading —The
Movement In Seotland —1ro-
posed New Wnaterway.

Progrese of Home Rale,

Loxnox, May 2.<[Speclal Telegram,)—
The tmportant specch of John Morley at
Glasgow is discussed evorywhiore with Inter-
est, and has greatly ehanged the tone of opin-
fon s to the amount of support which Gilad-
gtone will receive on the second reading of
the home rule bill, There s no longer any
doubt that the cabinet has been brought to
unity in support of the measure, Further
than this, Morley's distyiet announcement
that the government has consented to re-
gard the retention of Irish members nt West-
minster as an open question removes one of
the prineipal grounds of opposition to the
home rule bill as originally Introdneed.
Morley's acceptance of the view of the
majority of his colleagues in (he eabinet
almost insures a smail majority for the sec-
ond reading of the bill, It will be, in fact, &
declaration that the measure Is simply the
ground work of some home rule plan to be
determined upon by the house after a full
discussion, and that notling exeept the prin-
ciple of howme rule 1s to be insisted upon by
Gladstone,

Whether the usual eonrse in regard to the
government measure will result in the formu-
lation and adoption of a “workable meas-
ure,” (touse Gladstone's favorite phrase), or
whether, on the contrary, It will eausecthe
measure to fallsa victim to factious minend-
ment, remnins o dublous quise
tion, The ehief diftieulty at
present  discernable, now  that Hthe
cabinet is willing to retain the Irish delegn-
tion in the imperial parliament, lies in the
probability that the Parnellites will, on being
allowed thelr present membership, demand o
full voting strongth. In the end, however,
they will probably witive this point and sup-
port Gladstone in whatever proposals may &
made to them concerning the details of ar-
rangeent,

The discussion of the home rule bill has
proceeded during the week with unabated
vigor.  Sir Jumes Stephen, ina long Ietter
to the Times, makes it n||pu:u' that Glad-
stone's bill would reduce the supremacy of
the imperial parliamont to 8 mere idle name
and would confer upon the parties who for
yeurs have expressed bitter hatred of the
empire power to convert Ireland into a hostile
Independent nation. The Spectator declares
that the Irish gquestion is eausing a split in
the mwmlrlr.m.y ulrun social lines, 'T'ha mid-
dle clnss of Hiborals have declared, with re-
markable nnanhnity, agidnst home ruls. The
Spectator savs that the passare of tha bill
will have the mischievous result of dividing
the working clnss from the educated class
among the liberals,

The movement is assnming definite shape
at Edinburgh for the formation of Scoteh
home rule associntions, with the object of
lielping to secure for Ireland always the
swine views in the lmperial parlinment as
now, and also to promote the scheme of a
legisluture sitting In Scotland, for Scoteh of-
ficers, with control  of  Seoteh  exe-
cution, the government to be responsible
to the crown, The strencth of this
movement explains many apparent incon-
slstencies In the recent Scotely treatment of
the Leish home-rule guestion,

THE PROFOSED NEW WATERWAY.

Wasmxoros, May 2—[Special Tele-
gram, | —<The condemnation of the Knights of
Labor by Archbishop Tascheran, of Quebee,
ling arcused widespread intorest in regard to
the attitude of the alitireh towands the labor
organization, In order to secure an anthori=
tive sintemwent on the sabpect, the Bek cor-
respondent ealled on Cardinal Gibbons, who
1% 10 the elty looking after legal matters con-
nectad with the eathedral university pro-
jected by the plenary connell, The eardinal
enve his views Mreely, as he desired to remove
some of the false hmpressions which have
Iately galned eirenlation. He sald, i brief:

Asto the Knights of Labor organization
in the United States, I have not thotoughly
examined the constitution or stodled their
PUEDISES, From reading  newspaners
and  Mr. Powderly's  public  statements,
I inTer that the objest of the Knlghts of La-
hor are prafseworthy, and in no way opposed
i the viows of the ehiurch.  Catholle projntes
will to n man declare in favor of the Knilghts
of Labor, There enn be no wrong in such a
ecourse, Orgnnization s the basis of all
progress—political, socind and religious. Only
when it i8 abused does the ehureh mlse hor
voiee and eall out her ehifldren. The ehnreh
has been greatly misrepresented on this polnt,
and 1 would like you to state elearly 115 posi-
tlon. We nold that if a man joins ‘n soctety,
swearing  never to revea its  work-
ing, no matter how eriminal, and
to  obey  the dictates of its oflicers
blindly, he surely surfenders his personal
liberty, becomes the slave to his fellow men
and eannot partake of the sacrameuntof the
cliurch. Such an oath Is taken by prevalent
secrot gocioties;, hence thelr condemnation
by the clergy., On the other hand, If a man
joina an  organization swearing to keep
Sccret its workines with the proviso that
nothing therein shall be contrary to the Inws
of the land, to his consciance and religious
oreed, we hold that his aet is perfectly justi-
fiable, If the orders, onths and purposes are
in accordance with Mr, Towderly's state-
ments, then the church ﬂn{a to the knighits:

Killing Their Daughter.

THE CORONER'S JURY'S VERDICT

Tales of Terrinle and Inhiuman Treat-
ment Repeated by Many Wit
neases — The Little  Body
Lald at IRest

Nebraska Clty's Treagedy.

Nennaska Crry, Neb., May 2—[Spoeial
Tolegram, [—The coroner's Jury mel agaln
yostepday afternoon to take further testls
mony in the Shellenberger murier ease. The
distriet eourt room, where the session took
place, was densely serowdea, standing room
being at o premivum,. The ladies were out in
great numbers, oecupying the front seats
The procesdings were inecharge of the coro-
ner, assisted by Distriet Attorney Strode
The body of Maggio Shellenberger lind baen
placed in n coflin and brought to the city, it
being deemed best not to have the funeral
until the veraict bad been renched.  During
the deliberstion of the jury the goftin was left
in the jury room.

Leo Snellenberger, at the instance ol Mr,
Strode, was re-examined, not before the pub-
1le, but brought into the jury room before the
jury. After arigid examination, Mr. Strode
concluded by saying, at the smne time arising
from his chair and, leading Shellenberger
with him, approactied the coflin, heretofore
unobserved by the Iatter, and whieh was con-
cealed by heavy draperies: *Mr. Shellenber-
ger, you sald Maggio's head was thro wn back
when you first discovered her In the box. 13
it In the same position now?"

aml  with a quick motion the cloth
was  removed, exposing  to  view the
beautiful golden hoad, with the frightful
gash, fpll to the view of Shellenberger.

Another Witness Pats the Governor's
Private Seoretary and Adjutant
CGeneral in a Worse Hole
Than Ever,

The Deposition of Owen Jones.

The fo'lowing is the deposition of
Owoen Evans, taken before Alfred Bartow,
notary pubtie at Chadron, Davis county,
Neb,, April 20, 1880, in the libel suit of J.
